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Refinancing saves 
nearly $4 million 


The Romulus Board of Educa¬ 
tion recently approved the refi¬ 
nancing of $23.45 million of the 
district’s $34 million from the 1999 
bond issue. 

“Interest rates have gone from 
the original 5.65% to the current 
level of 5.05%,” explained Super¬ 
intendent Joel Can: “Even though 
the original bonds were only a lit¬ 
tle more that a year old, we felt 
that the tax savings of $3.85 mil¬ 
lion made this an outstanding op¬ 
portunity for our community at 
this time.” 

Projects of the 1999 bond issue 
include the completed athletic 


complex at the Romulus Middle 
School- football stadium, track, 
softball, baseball fields, football 
practice fields and the new Ro¬ 
mulus Elementary School which 
is scheduled to open in the fall of 
2001, and is located next to the 
Gateway Golf Club. 

Additionally bond funding will 
provide for a new swimming pool 
at the high school, scheduled to 
start construction this summer; 
science rooms for each elemen¬ 
tary school and two thousand new 
computers with wiring infrastruc¬ 
ture for all schools

On the heals of the disappoint¬ 
ing closing of Romulus IGA, local 
drugstore owner, Bill Newman 
announced his new pharmacy 
will be open in late April or early 
May. 

The new store will have 12,000 
square feet of everyday supplies 
including prescriptions, gifts, gro¬ 
ceries and film developing. Addi¬ 
tionally the new store will have 
extensive lines of cosmetics and 
perfumes, greeting cards and sea¬ 
sonal decorations and merchan¬ 
dise. 

Newman owns several drug¬ 
stores including Andrews Sav- 
Mor Drugs in Belleville. The new 
Romulus Family Pharmacy will 
be slightly larger than the 
Belleville store. 

As notable as his plans for the 
new store are, Newman is enthu¬ 
siastic about the future of Romu¬ 


lus’s downtown. “I wouldn’t have 
made the capital expenditure if I 
didn’t have a vision for the future 
of this area,” said Newman. 

Newman added he expects a 


new supermarket to open their 
doors in downtown Romulus soon 
and expects other businesspeople 
to follow his lead in making busi¬ 
ness investments, here. 


Many factors led to closure 


“I Get Attention”, the once pop¬ 
ular slogan of IGA stores every¬ 
where was especially true in Ro¬ 
mulus. But even the superior ser¬ 
vice maintained by Dennis 
Swaney and his staff of loyal work¬ 
ers, couldn’t keep the store opea 

The store closed last week, the 
victim of swirling rumors of im¬ 
pending demise for several 
months. Loyal employees weren’t 
told of the store’s closure until two 
days before the official closure- 
probably because owner Swaney 
believed until the end it would 
never close. 

The year-long closing of God¬ 


dard Road, the high cost of main¬ 
tenance and store repairs, and a 
week without power were all con¬ 
tributing factors that led to the 
store’s demise. These factors 
made it difficult to keep employ¬ 
ees on staff and the shelves 
stocked. 

Probably hardest hit by the 
store’s closing are senior citizens 
that live in the Senior Towers be¬ 
hind the store. Linda Norman, Se¬ 
nior Center coordinator and her 
staff have offered to help in ar¬ 
ranging for transportation to 
stores like Meijer’s, Farmer Jacks 
orWalmart 


Pinnacle Part 3 - The Funding 

Operating expense projected at $172 million for Pinnacle

[This is the third and final in¬ 
stallment analyzing the applica¬ 
tion by Wayne County for designa¬ 
tion of its Pinnacle development 
as a Smart Park. The Romuiys Ro¬ 
man will continue to monitor the 
progress of the project as develop¬ 
ments unfold.] 

The financial projections in the 
county’s submission to the state 
paint a rosy picture of a $113 mil¬ 
lion positive cash flow (profit) over 
a period of 17 years for the devel¬ 
opment A total development and 
operating expense of $172 million 
would be more than offset by “rev¬ 
enue” of $285 million, the county 
claims. 

Of the $285 million in revenue, 
$50 million is shown as being pro¬ 
vided by the county, $74 million 
from property taxes on real and 
personal property in the areas ly¬ 
ing in Romulus and Huron Town¬ 
ship, and $20 million in unidenti¬ 
fied grants. The balance of $141 
million would come from the sale 
or lease of property owned by the 
county of which 30% would have 
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been acquired by condemnation 
through the exercise of the power 
of eminent domaia 

The entire $50 million of the 
county’s “investment” comes from 
the “stadium fund” that county 
voters authorized in a “tourist tax” 
on rental cars to partially fund the 
development of Comerica Park in 
Detroit This fact was disclosed by 
the Romulus Roman in its Octo¬ 
ber 12,2000 issue. 

At the December 11, 2000 Ro¬ 
mulus City Council meeting, coun¬ 
ty officials also admitted that $7 
million had been used from the 
airport’s noise mitigation program 
to buy property that falls within 
the area of the Pinnacle project 
They said that fund would be re¬ 
imbursed, however no such ex¬ 
penditure is reflected in the 
Smart Park application. The reim¬ 
bursed money could not be used 
outside of the areas previously au¬ 
thorized according to county offi¬ 
cials. 

At earlier public meetings with 
the Romulus City Council, county 
officials had “clarified” a ruling by 
the Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion (FAA) to the effect that any 


from property acquired under the 
noise abatement program must be 
plowed back into that program. 
That is not the same thing as “re¬ 
imbursing” the program for the 
original purchase prices of the 
properties. 

Upon receiving the Smart Park 
designation a local development 
finance authority (the Pinnacle 
Development Corporation) would 
be formed. It would be empow¬ 
ered to “capture” the increase in 
valuation (after its creation) of re¬ 
al and personal property in the 
project area and the correspond¬ 
ing property taxes. 

How that tax money would be 
divided among the authority and 
the two communities would be 
worked out in the “inter-local” 
agreement signed by the parties. 
The county’s proposal was to as¬ 
sign all of the non-school taxes to 
the development authority and 
half of the captured school taxes. 
Of course, all state taxpayers 
would make up any shortfall in 
the schools’ foundation grants 
through the state education fund.

ered in the inter-local agreement 
The county also expects the 
two communities to grant 12-year 
tax abatements to all Pinnacle 
tenants that qualify. Under the 
county’s proposal, the city govern¬ 
ments would get none of the in¬ 
creased property taxes until the 
end of the 17-year period, if then. 

Another consideration is the 
more than one billion dollars in 
construction contracts projected 
to be signed in development of the 
project. Although a majority of 
those contracts presumably would 
be between tenants and contrac¬ 
tors, the proposed by-laws for the 
Pinnacle Development Corpora¬ 
tion (based on Wayne County 
guidelines) would leave the door 
open for county involvement 
The county administration has 
come under fire recently from 
both the county commission and a 
state legislature select committee 
investigation for contract irregu¬ 
larities at the county owned De¬ 
troit International Airport Allega¬ 
tions include no bid contracts, 
unauthorized extensions of con¬ 
tracts and conflicts of interest The 
county executive claims the inves- 


The county commission has also 
been criticized by some for lack of 
oversight and clear guidelines. 

While the current projections 
are for the 1,800 acres of phases 1 
and 2, the county proposal antici¬ 
pates expansion of the project be¬ 
yond that acreage at some time in 
the future, “as funds become 
available.” Property could be ac¬ 
quired by negotiated purchase 
and/or condemnation as in the ini¬ 
tial phases. 

There will be at least two pub¬ 
lic hearings related to the Smart 
Park One hearing would be held 
before the designation of the 
property as a ‘technology park” 
and a second prior to the creation 
of the local development authori¬ 
ty The Romulus Roman will high¬ 
light the notification of those hear¬ 
ings when they occur.

Schools of Choice applications 
for elementary school students 
will be accepted at the Pupil Ac¬ 
counting Office between March 6 
and April 6. 

School officials stress that ap¬ 
plications received according to 
the published time lines will per¬ 
mit selected students to begin the 
2001-2002 school year in their 


school of choice, if space is avail¬ 
able. If more students apply for a 
grade or building than there are 
openings, a random selection 
process will be used to select stu¬ 
dents. 

The names of students not se¬ 
lected at this time will be placed 
on a waiting list for the 2001-2002 
school year, officials said. 

Current Schools of Choice stu¬ 
dents must reapply in order to 
protect their status and remain el¬ 
igible for the pregram next year.

Health officials, however, will 
ask clients to present their 
Medicare cards at the time of 
inoculations so that these ser¬ 
vices may be billed to 
Medicare.

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We support elected mayor in Wayne, 
impressed with Westland choices 


Next Tuesday, February 6 is an¬ 
other election day for voters in 
Westland and Wayne. The West- 
land ballot asks residents to select 
two new council people to replace 
two that were recalled a couple of 
months ago. 

In the continuing soap opera 
called Westland politics, a new 
twist in state regulations has al¬ 
lowed for only one name to appear 
on the ballot—that of James God- 
bout, who was appointed to the 
council late last year. 

Godbout was the only one to 
beat the petition deadline to get 
his name on the ballot for the spe¬ 
cial electioR Others tried valiantly, 
but inclement weather and the 
Christmas holiday made petition 
signatures very difficult to get, and 
with the state not wanting to ex¬ 
tend the time allowed to gather 
signatures, the ballot, despite hav¬ 
ing two positions available, has on¬ 
ly one candidate. 

But as fate would have it, this 
quirk of election law has brought 
several political heavyweights out 
of the closet to run as write-ins. 
Godbout is being challenged by 
former longtime council person 
and Mayor Chuck Pickering; and 
narrow loser in the last election, 
council critic, Dorothy Smith. This 
trio is vying for the three-year term 
on the ballot 

Contesting the one-year term 
are recently appointed council 
person Peggy Ellenwood, former 
state representative Eileen De¬ 
Hart, and a candidate in the last 
council election, Jim Chuck, who 
sat on the Library Board 

All candidates for both posi¬ 
tions are highly qualified and de¬ 
serve your consideration, includ¬ 
ing incumbents Ellenwood and 
Godbout, who have only been on 

Job mantra 

What was once merely an aca¬ 
demic subject in most suburbs has 
now become a harsh reality in Ro¬ 
mulus and Huron Township in 
Southeastern Michigan. We’re 
talking about the practice of gov¬ 
ernment condemning and taking 
private property to be turned over 
to another private party to be used 
to make a profit 

The Wayne County government 
(commission and administration) 
is in the process of acquiring 1,800 
acres of private property in those 
two communities on which to de¬ 
velop its Pinnacle project Most 
(70%) of the property is to be 
bought through negotiated pur¬ 
chases, but about 30% or 540 acres 
will be gotten through the process 
of condemnation (eminent do¬ 
main). The project would com¬ 
prise “high tech” manufacturing 
and engineering, hotels, ware¬ 
houses, office buildings, commer¬ 
cial retail operations and a golf 
course. 

To be sure, the concept of gov¬ 
ernment taking private property 
for “public use” (with just com¬ 
pensation as required by the Fifth 


Council for a short time, but have. 
helped to make this council enor¬ 
mously effective in dealing with 
Westland’s myriad of problems. 

But with the exception of God¬ 
bout, all must count on voters to 
actually write their names on the 
ballot in the appropriate spot This 
probably means it’s a popularity 
contest and the candidates with 
the most name recognition are go¬ 
ing to win. It could also mean 
someone we haven’t listed could 
put together a constituency and 
possibly win a seat 

Write-in elections are extreme¬ 
ly rare, thus there are no rules-of- 
thumb on how to campaign to get 
the necessary votes for victory I’m 
assuming a large block of voters, 
like city employees or UAW mem¬ 
bers or senior citizens, could de¬ 
cide these seats by persuading 
members to vote for a certain can¬ 
didate. 

Whatever the outcome, West- 
land will be much better off than 
they were a year ago. Frankly, 
we’re pleased with Council’s new 
direction and serious efforts to 
control the budget, and whoever 
wins the two seats this Tuesday, we 
expect, will only enhance those ef¬ 
forts. 

WAYNE 

Wayne voters have the opportu¬ 
nity to revise the City Charter, and 
allow for an elected mayor. Cur¬ 
rently the mayor of Wayne, largely 
a ceremonial position — the city 
manager actually runs the day-to- 
day City operations- is elected by a 
vote of City Council. 

To refresh Wayne residents, the 
Wayne Eagle and others worked 
hard to see that this amendment 
was placed on the ballot I have 
written and still maintain that the 




Amendment to the US Constitu¬ 
tion) is well established and ac¬ 
cepted. Most people accept as le¬ 
gitimate the government’s power 
to take private property for such 
things as roads, parks and even 
nonprofit hospitals and govern¬ 
ment buildings as long as they can 
truly be used by the entire public. 

However, in recent decades, 
the courts have changed the 
meaning of the constitution with¬ 
out amending it The term “public 
use” has now become “public 
good” and not necessarily for all 
of the public. 

The current mantra is jobs, 
jobs, and more jobs. Across the 
country hapless home and busi¬ 
ness owners have been displaced 
by government taking their prop¬ 
erty to be sold (or in some cases

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mayor of Wayne ought to be ac¬ 
countable to all voters, and not just 
the majority of votes he receives 
from council. 

Last year, when it came time to 
elect the mayor, council was split 
4-3, with political enemies Shirley 
Powser and now Mayor Robert 
Dickerson cutting an eleventh 
hour deal to make him mayor. 
Some might say, Powser, now holds 
the trump card on all council 
votes. 

Although Robert Dickerson has 
performed splendidly as mayor, 
his new position would wield 
much more authority if it were giv¬ 
en to him by the people.

By that standard, Westland has 
the best council and the best can¬ 
didates it’s had in years. 

Forget all that stuff you hear 
about council meetings turning in¬ 
to all-night squawk sessions.

Since then, not only have meet¬ 
ings been civil, but the council no 
longer rubber stamps Mayor Bob 
Thomas’s proposals.

Engler probably taught her every- 
thing she needs to know about 1 
dealing with an overly political 
chief executive. 

Westland voters have hit the 
lotto. 

With a strong council and six 
highly qualified candidates, this 
election deserves a heavy turnout 
to finish the work of the recall.
